Boiled and ICaw iTIilk. 

The enokerv of milk is very simple, 
but li\ no nuiaii.s unimportant. That 
there is an appreciable difforenco be- 
tween raw and boiled milk may be pro- 
ved by taking eiiuiil i]uantities of each 
(the boiled sample li.aving been allowfjd 
to coot down 1, adding tliPiii to equal 
•.juanl II ies ofjthc snnie infusion of cotiee, 
then critically tasting the mixtures. 
The dirt'erunce is .suficient to have long 
since established the jiractice among all 
skillful cooks of scrupulously using 
boiled milk for making i-af, mt hilt. I 
have tried a similar i-xperiment on tea, 
and iind that in this case the cold milk 
IS piefL'tiible. Wliy this should be, why 
boiled milk should be better for coffee 
anil raw milk for tea, 1 cannot tell. If 
any of mv I'cadeis have not done so al 
ready, li't them try similar experiments 
w it h coiuleiiHed milk, and 1 have ini 
rjo Tot hat the verdict of the majority 
w ill bi- t!,ai. it is passable with ('otlVe, 
but \ er\ obteel ioiiable in tea.. This is 
iiiiik that has been very much cookeil. 
The chii'f detinable alteration effected 
by the boiling of milk is tho coagula- 
tion of the small <|untity of allminen 
which it contains. This rises as it In- 
eomes solidihed, and forms n skill liK-- 
.seiiin on the surf,T.oe, which may be lift 
ed with a s])oon mid eaten, as it is per 
fectly svliole.some and very nutritious.

The 
contrast lietween l>ivos and Lazarus is ob- 
vious and painful nowadays iu Loudon and 
elsewhere, and it is not altogether pleasant 
til be reminded that if misery and destitu- 
tion are at h-ast as bad as ever they were, 
the seltisb luxui7 and extravagant splendor 
of the wealthy are on the increase. Still, 
the iiroteat was necessary, and evory one is 
saying that Lady •lohn Manners has made 
It ably and forcibly.

Before Sir Mathew B. lie^'hi.-, (,'. .1.

His Lordship took his seat at 10. lU.

Mis LoiiUhip asked what hi' hail tu say. 
that seiileiice should not be passed on him. 

In reply to his Lordship, Supt Todd 
said the priKoiier's lepiitatinn was not 
good. 

His Lordship said that getting clothes on 
falsa pretenses was only stealing, and per- 
sons VCbo did so rendered themselves liable 
to seven years penitentiary. The, prisoner 
had made his own bed and mast pay for it. 
His Lordship did not, however, think that 
his case required seven years, but he would 
sentence hiin to two years conflnoineiit ' in 
the penitentiary. 

l'NI..VWITI.l.V WorNOlM. 

Peter Pescaro aiul Jim, an Imliaii. were 
charged with having on the 'iCitli Dec. iin- 
lawf'.iUy wounded Alexander D. N. Ogilvie, 
with intent to kill and murder, and second- 
ly -with intent to do him grievous boilily 
hatm. 

Mr. McElmen ajipearod for Peter P'es- 
oaro. 

The prisoners pleaded not guilty. 

.\ jury was sworn with. Oeorge Kair- 
brother as foreman. 

The counsel for the crown said there were 
two counts nyainst the prisoners, one with 
intent to kill and the other to do grievous 
bodily harm, and brielly set the facts of the 
case before the .jury. 

Dr. Matthews sworn l',\!imincd Mr. 
Ogilvie at the Police barrack about I'l n elock 
iu the evening, he was lileeduig troin a 
wound on the nght temple, and other 
wounds on the face; part of the left elu ek 
bono was broken and had to be removed. 
The wound on the temporal artery was the 
most dangerous, as the man might have 
bled to death- The woiimls could have 
been produced with the ]ioiut ami sides of 
the sticlc produced. The jaw bone was 
probably broken by a punch. Tbere must 
liave been three blows. 

David \. N. Ogilvie swurii Was a night 
watchman, went to an liiiliaii wmiiaira 
house on t'oruioraiil street on llie e\uniiig 
in question. She had lieeii robbed id a 
shawl. The prisoners wore present. After 
enquiries he noticed I'tisettro had his stick 
and when he reitcheil over for the stick he 
t,'ot a blow. Thf bU)od was ruimilif; luto 
his eyes and he tried to whifitle, but the 
chaili of the whistle wa^- ..,nappe.i by one of 
the prisoners. 

'I'lie jirisouer .Inn ,eeiaed to ;,'ive the 
most trouble. 

To Mr. .McKlmeii— 1 thoueht the lakiiie 
the stick was a joke of I'escaro. It was 
not I'escaro who struck iiie the tirst tune, 
but .lim. 1 cannot recollect I'escaio as I was 
blindeil. I don't know what 1 was hit with, 
.Vfter this there was a general s<'rinimiige. 
Don't know who took away the whistle. It 
was u ilark night. 

His l.orilship addressing the Doimty 
.Vttorney (ieiierul, askcil that he iirocure a 
speaking trumpet, as llie inoiiieiil any iiiaU, 
woman or child entered the witness box, 
they became inaudible, and could only 
speak in whispers, instead of speaking u]) 
as they would do at onlinary times. Ue 
was not joking hi' wanted a speaking 
trumpet 

To his Lordship There mit;lit have been 
some one else concealed in the room 
besides the prisoners, Vnit I did Hot sec 
them. 

Richard (ilenn sworn— Knew LiuUey, 
saw him lb days ago, he was employed 
then on the Cjv<'<. K. Starr : 1 believe liow 
he is over on the sound. 

The Deputy Attorney (leueral asked that 
Cluney'.'S deposition be read. 

His Lordship thought this was allowable 
as it was shown he was out of the counliy. 

.\Ir .McKlnien objecled ; as Cluney had 
not been proved out of the jurisdiction of 
the province. The mere declaratiou of a 
witness that he intended to go was not 
sufbcient. 

His Lordship thought that anyone must 
be a fool who did not believe that Chvuey 
was out of the [iroviucc, aild therefore he 
would admit the deposition which he 
thought was iu the interest of the prisomu 
if he was an honest man ; and if he was 
not ac(|uilted, then the |iiiint asked to b<- 
reserved by Mr. Elnieu might be considered. 
The prisoner Pescaro would thus have two 
chanaes. 

Mr. McElnien olije<'tcd that tlie offence 
wag not described in the deposition, wliitdi 
it ought to be according to the statute. 

The Deputy Attorney General read an 
authority to the coutiary. 

His Lordship said he would luluiit the 
deposition of R. Cluney and reserve the 
objection. 

The deposition was read. 

Constable Hiiut^h sworn- Testilied as to 
the rmtling of Ogilvie lying on the south 
side ot Cormorant street. lie took 
him into the caliin of a woman 
named Mary, where lie idcnlilie.d the two 
prisoners vnhu were present. Thu prison- 
ers were arrested and Mary gave hirn the 
stick. ,lini h.id a row in jail with a pris 
oner in the cell where he was placi'O. 

Tiiis was the case for the crown. .Mr. 
McElmen for the defence called 

Mary, a Fort Kupert Indian, awnrii. 
She reuieiiibcred tlu^ evening of the d ly 
after Cliri.itmus. .Siic liearil .Inn outside 
her house and saw him strike Mr. Ogilvie 
and knock him down. He then sirnck 
afterward, but hit a bo.x outside the iloor. 
I'oter Pescaro was sitting on the bed in 
her house. He had come in toil minutes 
before and siit on the bed. .fini canifi in 
with the .itiek into her huUHe and p.'iKsed 
through til lier niolher and said tiiat he 
was a strong young man, and tlio pnlice 
could not take him, as ho hatl killed one 
just now. 

His lordship said this wa.s very good evi- 
dence for the proHeculion and asked how 
it came to be over looked. 

WitnosH, continued —.liiii asked her 
mother to take care of the stick, and she 
afterwards found it where he (lro[)ped it, 
Peter was awfully drunk. The fight was 
in old IMaiy's house. 

Mr. McKlinen iiddresaci the jury stat- 
ing he ajjpeared for I'escaro. Ho review- 
ed the evidence and contended that Pes- 
caro was not the man wlio stnick the 
blow. The evidence of the last witness, 
Mary, ho regarded as an alibi as regarded 
Pescaro. He urged there was no evidonce 
against Pescaro on either count, and that 
he could not be convicted on the iiidiot- 
nient. 

His lordship said the case aeenied a 
pretty clear one. Mr. Ogilvie had given 
an account of the matter, and if two pur- 
aoiis wore present at the comtnonccuienl 
of .assault they might both be convict 
ed. Absolute proof could not always be 
produced; they mual Ihoieforc bo guided 
by probability. An to the ovidence of 
Mary who now appeared for the fir.it time 
it was either an aJtbi or nothing. He did 
not however advise them to place much 
reliance on Mary's evidence. In case they 
concliiiled not to liiid the prisoners ginlty 
on the two counts of the indictment tiioy 
might find a verdict of conimoii assault 
against them. 

The jury then retired and afterwards 
brought in a verdict of guilty on the 
second count, charging the prisoners with 
wounding with intent to do grevious bodi- 
ly harm. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 
Eie lordship took his asat at 3:16. 
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Richard Jackson was charged with haviiio 
on the 11th December last wounded and 
ill-treated Thos. William Speed, a constable, 
in the execution of his duty. 

A jury was sworn, Mr. Dale foreiiian. 

Mr. Theodore Davie appcan i! for the 
prisoner. 

The diqmty attorney general addressed 
the jury. 

Margaret Taylor, .worn — I lived next 
door to Mr. Tilbury, in Wilcox, alley; I pay 
the rent to Mr. Thomson; I know the 
prisoner- -my husband; 1 have hved with 
iiiiii lli or 17 years; I lemomber my hus- 
band coming in with a gun, and ho stud he 
had better put the gun in the back shed to 
prevent the little boy from getting hold of 
it; Mrs. Tilbury called when Mr. .laekson 
and 1 had had a few words; she said I had 
better stay in her house; 1 remember what 
1 told Mr, Pemberton abont the gun in the 
jiolice court. 

The deputy attorney genera! here read 
the witness' deposition in the police court. 

Witness said that prisoner did not pohit 
the gun at her as then stated. 

Uis lordship said the consequences of 
taking a false oath either hero or in the po- 
lice court was seven yours in the ehftiu- 
gang. 

Witness continued -1 asked prisoner why 
he was not home os hi' promised to be.JThb 
witness here said she could not recollect 
what look place, aiul had to retire. J 

ilr, Davie said he believed the woman 
was under the iiidiwiicu of liquor, nhicb 
was her chronic stale, nnforliinately, ami 
he was inst lucted this was the case when 
Mr, .laekson came home on the evening in 
question. 

His lordship said the charge was that the 
lu isoner had presented a gun at llii' head m 
constable Speed. He thought the woman 
was citht>r concealing the truth or was iiiidei 
the inlhieuce of liquor, and that m either 
case It was a gross ooatempt of court. 

lie sucj^ftsted that the cxaniination for 
the present be su?.pended. 

Cell. I'raiicis lilburv. sworn 1 live next 
door 111 last witness; I remember a disturb- 
ance one iil'^^lit 111 Deceliibir; 1 liiid just 
tione to bed: 1 was kept a\\al;e liv swearing, 
bail laneiiHge and sm aiiis troni the Inuise 
111 .laekson: be c.illed her several bad 
nanii s; -Mrs, .laeksnii then said "He'll kill 
iiie,' 1 heard a man's voice; 1 went to the 
jjolice baiTacks; 1 mot Ollicer Speed; he 
told me where 1 would lind Supt. RloomHeld: 
1 returned with Hloomtield, who went to 
'I'homson's and then went to .laekson 
Iiouse; he afterwiirds showed iiic a j^uii 
loadeil :ind c.'ippeii ; the gun was the one 
piodiiceil. 

His lordship said that when a man cam.- 
into the witness box lie sceiiieil to change 
his whole habits of life, and his whole etlort 
seemed to be to conceal the truth liy speak- 
ing iiiauilibly. 

To Mr. Davie— I made the complaint 
about the dislurbauee at once, as 1 coiild 
not sleep; Speetl said he would go up to the 
house when I met him. 

Mr. (ieo, Tlionisiin, sworn, staled he 
rented one of the Innises to Mrs, Taylor; ho 
remembered going to the house: .Mrs. Tay- 
lor asked him to liriuL; ii p 
olVicer Speed Was here: th 
iiiiil.-,e, which wa-, locked, 
liow at the side of the Inui 
raisi'd :iiid struck a lighl ; 
was there with a gun and 
Siqit. Uloomfield; when the window wits 
opened Mrs. Taylor was near by in tli.i 
alley. 

To Mr, Davie— I believe Mrs, Taylor was 
sober that night, 

Tlio.-i. \V. Speed, Hworn — T am a |iolice 
ollicer and niglu watchman ; 1 w;is on duty 
on Kort .Hlreet on the night in question; 
from infdrmatioii received 1 went to Mrs. 
Taylor's house; I wont up the alleyway 
to the back door. I and iMr. Thompaon 
■jhen went to a side window; I opened it 
and struck a light and said ''he is present- 
ing a gun at me;" witness and Superin- 
tendent itioonilield found tlie gun cocked 
and loaded in thu back shod, hut tin; pris- 
oner had gone. (Witness stated he had 
huuii sick tor live weeks and Ida nienioiy 
was aflected.) 1 went down the alleyway 
with Mr. Thomson and Mrs. Taylor; the 
prisoner distinctly pointed his gun at me. 

Superintendent Bloom Ii eld, sworn, stated 
that he, visited the house on the night in 
question after prisoner had loft and found 
the yiiii in a slieil; he afterwartls arrested 
the jirisoner ill a .i.ilijon on Kort street; he 
was under the inlluoiioe ol liquor. 

Mr. Uavie pnipoaud to croas-exainiiie 
Margaret Taylor. 

His lord.ihil) Huid that the jury could 
place no reliance on liei'ovidence. 

Mr. Theodore Davie then addrussud the 

His lordship said he thought a prima 
facie caie was made out of common as- 
aaiilt. He thoiiclu, however, liial the 
3t:itil3of the niglltwaichiiiaii ioi;^dit to have 
been proved. 

'I'lie counsel for I he crown quoted au 
tliorities to the contrary. 

His lordahip said the CB-hq ha4 better go 
to the jury on [joint of fact. 

Mr. Davie continued hia address, say iii;^' 
there w;i3 no charge made againsi the pris- 
oner on which .-i CdiiHtahie could iiiliu'fere. 
.Speed, moreover, does not appear to have 
given an exphiiiation of why he came. He 
aubmittod, therefore, that there was im 
case to go to a jury. All that was shuwii 
was a coiniiion asauult, and the next point 
was if the ass.'iiill wa.s made on Speed in 
the cxecnl ion of liis duty. 

1 1 is lordship then charged the jury to 
llie eti'ecl that he behoved the house was 
iu tlie occiqi.itioii of Mrs. Taylor. Kvpry- 
tliing showed that this man was a Wi'oug- 
Joer, a trL'siJaaser and a drunken trespaa- 
scr. The jury would first lind if he wa« an 
ollicer and next if he was doing his duty, 
rresentmg a loaded gun was in itself an 
assault whether it was discharged or not. 

iTIr. Davie asked that his lordship charge 
tlio jury that Speed had no right to iiiter- 
fi^rc, that he wa.i not acting in the execu- 
tion of his duty lint trcspaaaiiig, and the 
prisoner had a right to uasault him. He 
askod that these points be reserved. 

Ilia lordship said he would not so 
charge the jury, but would reserve the 
points. 

His lordsliinsaid tliat if the jury thought. 
Speed waa a police cnnslable ihey would 
find on the first ciuiiit, and if he waa m 
the execution of lii.s duty on the siH'ond 
count. 

The jury retired and after a .short :ib 
senoe returned into court stating they 
could not agree. 

His lordahip said he could not discharge 
them then, and they must retire again. 

The jury retired and in thirty miniitoa 
returned into court with a verdict of guilty 
on the second count — common assault. 

His lordship said the verdict was a roas- 
oiiablo one.

ThoiuiiK ( 'lien, .lohn Stevens and .lohn 
Sharp were then called and testitied that 
they vvuro with the prisoner from U to 
lO:!."!, and then went liown to Raymond's 
cabin. Herald street. I'risoner left at 12 
niidniglil ,

A. .Smith of the 
navy, who has been in tlii.s city for aev- 
rral days, has comideted the purchase of 
provisions, etc , for the (Jreely Relief Ex- 
p.-ditioii. The outfitting of this expedi- 
I ion embraces the furnishing of subsis- 
lence for ir>0 men for two years, including 
I be subHisli-iice of sixty dogs and tbeir 
drivers. The bill of fare consists of KiO 
items, among which are. 

Hard bread, tloin , nee, salt pork, bacon 
.salt lieef, smoked liaiiis and tongues, corn- 
ed meats (assorted), soups and soup stock, 
canned maokeiel and siilmon, headcheese 
and sausage, assorted vegetables, saner 
kraut and pickled calibage,plnm pudding, 
mincemeat, dried and canned fruits and 
raisins, butter, sugar, coliee,lea,choc<dttte, 
cheese, oysters (fried and raw), boiled eggs, 
lard, coiidenacd milk, peminica|j for crew, 
pemniicaii for dogs, and lime juice. 

.All these goods except the salt provis- 
ions must bt' packed ill tin cases, many of 
which must also be inclosed in wooden 
kegs. The eggs must be fresh, boiled 
twenty minutes, and packed (covered with 
lard) in air tight kegs, fifty to a kog. 
There is in the list, al.so, 2,000 poiind.s of 
I'hiladelplua "scrapiilo' aiul 2,000 pounds 
"popper pot." Scrapple is a hash of 
meat welled boiled and well boiled and 
mixed )iroperly with corn meal and buck- 
wheat flour. "l\'ppor pot" is a soup in 
New Jersey. The pemmican is cDniposed 
nf one-half pound of drieit beet, which has 
Ihmmi reduced from two pounds of the beat 
lean beef friuii round, ami free from fat or 
gristle, and one- half a i)ouiid of the best 
leaf tallow to each iiound. That for the 
dogs is one-third beef and two-third tal - 
low. .Ml must bo packed in sealed tin 
cans of twenty pounds each, after being 
modeled in cakes of one pound each, 
'i'hose tin cans are then packed in air- 
tight wooden kegs. Tlu; Pay master ( len- 
oral has given his personal .supervision to 
the purchase of these articles, many ot 
which have been subject in the prices 
paid to the constitutional bids of the prin- 
cipal dealers in this city. Paymaster 
.Smith was the paym.istiM' on the ICearsar 
go in her memorable fight with the .\la- 
baiiia, anil is now the only surviving of- 
licer of tliat ship.- .N. V. Telegram.
